Hon.  Charles  A.  Reynolds,  Lieutenant-Governor  and 
President  of  the  Senate,  called  the  Senate  to  order. 

Mr.  Hill  E.  King,  Principal  Clerk  of  the  last  Senate, 
acted  as  Clerk.

ORDER   OF    business. 

IS, 

1.  The  President  having  taken  the  chair  at  the  hour 
to  which  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned,  and  a  quo- 
rum being  present,  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day 
shall  be  read,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate, 
to  the  end  that  any  mistakes  therein  may  be  corrected. 

2.  After  the  reading  and  approval  of  the  Journal,  the 
order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : 

(1)  The  Presentation  of  Petitions. 

(2)  Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

(3)  Reports  of  Select  Committees. 

(4)  Messages  from  the  House  of  Representatives. 

(5)  Introduction  of  Bills  and  Resolutions. 

(6)  Unfinished  Business  of  Preceding  Day. 

(7)  Special  Orders. 

'  (8)  General  Orders:  First,  bills  and  resolutions  on 
third  reading;  second,  bills  and  resolutions  on  second 
reading ;  but  messages  from  the  Governor  and  House  of 
Representatives,  and  communications  and  reports  from 
State  officers,  and  reports  from  the  Committee  on  En- 
grossed Bills,  may  be  received  and  acted  on  under  any 
order  of  business. 

POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  PRESIDENT, 

3.  He  shall  take  the  chair  promptly  at  the  appointed 
time  and  proceed  with  the  business  of  the  Senate  ac- 
cording to  the  rules  adopted.     At  any  time  during  the 
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absence  of  the  President,  the  President  pro  tempore, 
who  shall  be  elected,  shall  preside ;  and  he  is  hereby 
vested,  during  such  time,  with  all  the  powers  of  the 
President,  except  that  of  giving  a  casting  vote  in  case 
of  a  tie,  when  he  shall  have  voted  as  a  Senator. 

4.  He  shall  assign  to  doorkeepers  their  respective  du- 
ties and  stations. 

OF   THE    CLERK.  ' 

5.  The  President  and  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  see 
that  all  bills  shall  be  acted  upon  by  the  Senate  in  the 
order  in  which  they  stand  upon  the  Calendar,  unless 
otherwise  ordered,  as  hereinafter  provided,  v  The  Calen- 
dar shall  include  the  number  and  title  of  bills  and  joint 
resolutions  which  have  passed  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives and  been  received  by  the  Senate  for  concurrence. 

6.  The  Clerk  shall  certify  the  passage  of  bills  by  the 
Senate,  with  the  date  thereof,  together  with  the  fact 
whether  passed  by  a  vote  of  three-fifths  or  two-thirds 
of  the  Senate,  whenever  such  vote  may  be  required  by 
the  Constitution  or  laws  of  this  State. 

OF   THE   RIGHTS   AND    DUTIES    OF   SENATORS. 

T,  Every  Senator  presenting  a  paper  shall  endorse  the 
same ;  if  a  petition,  memorial,  or  report  to  the  General 
Assembly,  with  a  brief  statement  of  its  subject  or  con- 
tents, adding  his  name ;  if  a  resolution,  with  his  name ; 
if  a  report  of  a  committee,  a  statement  of  such  report, 
with  the  name  of  the  committee  and  member  making 
the  same ;  if  a  bill,  a  statement  of  its  title,  which  shall 
contain  a  brief  statement  of  the  subject  or  contents  of 
the  bill,  with  his  name. 

8.  All  motions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  desired 
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by  the  President  or  any  Senator,  delivered  in  at  the 
table,  and  read  by  the  President  or  Clerk,  before  the 
same  shall  be  debated;  but  any  such  motion  may  be 
withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision  or  amendment. 

9.  If  any  question  contains  several  distinct  proposi- 
tions, it  shall  be  divided  by  the  President,  at  the  request 
of  any  Senator:  Provided,  each  sub-division,  if  left  to 
itseM,  shall  form  a  substantive  proposit  on. 

10.  When  the  Presideut  is  putting  a  question,  or  a 
division  by  counting  shall  be  had,  no  Senator  shall  walk 
out  of  or  across  the  house,  nor  when  a  Senator  is  speak- 
ing, pass  between  him  and  the  President. 

11.  Every  Senator  wishing  to  speak  or  debate,  or  to 
present  a  petition  or  other  papers,  or  to  make  a  motion 
or  report,  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  address  the  Presi- 
dent, and  shall  not  proceed  further  until  recognized  by 
him.  No  Senator  shall  speak  more  than  twice  nor 
longer  than  thirty  minutes  on  the  same  day  on  the  same 
subject,  without  leave  of  the  Senate;  and  when  two  or 
more  Senators  rise  at  once,  the  President  shall  name  the 
Senator  who  is  first  to  speak. 

12.  Every  Senator  who  shall  be  within  the  bar  of  the 
Senate  when  the  question  is  stated  by  the  Chair,  shall 
vote  thereon,  unless  he  shall  be  excused  by  the  Senate, 
or  unless  he  be  directly  interested  in  the  question ;  and 
the  bar  of  the  Senate  shall  include  the  entire  Senate 
Chamber. 

13.  When  a  motion  to  adjourn,  or  for  recess,  shall  be 
affirmatively  determined,  no  member  or  officer  shall 
leave  his  place  till  adjournment  or  recess  shall  be  de- 
clared by  the  President.

16.  The  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  shall  examine 
all  bills,  amendments  and  resolutions  before  they  go  out 
of  the  possession  of  the  Senate,  and  make  report  when 
they  find  them  correctly  engrossed. 

17.  The  Committee  on  Appropriations  shall  carefully 
examine  all  bills  and  resolutions  appropriating  or  pay- 
ing any  moneys  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  keep  an  ac- 
curate record  of  the  same,  and  report  to  the  Senate  from 
time  to  time. 

18.  Every  report  of  the  committee  upon  a  bill  or  res- 
olution which  shall  not  be  considered  at  the  time  of  mak- 
ing the  same,  or  laid  on  the  table  by  a  vote  of  the  Sen- 
ate, shall  stand  upon  the  General  Orders  with  the  bill  or 
resolution,  and  the  report  of  the  committee  shall  show 
that  a  majority  of  the  committee  were  present  and  vot- 
ing, except  the  Judiciary  Committee,  the  Chairman  and 
five  members,  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

OF    GENERAL   ORDERS   AND   SPECIAL   ORDERS. 

19.  Any  bill  or  other  matter  may  be  made  a  special 
order  for  a  particular  day  or  hour  by  a  vote  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  Senators  voting;  and  if  it  shall  not  be  com- 
pleted on  that  day,  it  shall  be  returned  to  its  place  on 
the  Calendar,  unless  it  shall  be  made  a  special  order  for 
another  day ;  and  when  a  special  order  is  under  consid- 
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eration,  it  shall  take  precedence  of  any  special  order,  or 
a  subsequent  order  for  the  day,  but  such  subsequent 
order  may  be  taken  up  immediately  after  the  previous 
special  order  has  been  disposed  of. 

20.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  readings,  previous 
to  its  being  passed,  and  the  President  shall  give  notice 
at  each  whether  it  be  the  first,  second,  or  third.  After 
the  first  reading,  unless  a  motion  shall  be  made  by 
some  Senator,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to 
refer  the  subject-matter  to  an  appropriate  committee. 
No  bill  shall  be  amended  until  it  shall  have  been  twice 
read. 

PROCEEDINGS   WHEN   THERE   IS   NOT   A   QUORUM  VOTING. 

31.  If,  on  taking  the  question  on  a  bill,  it  shall  appear 
that  a  constitutional  quorum  is  not  present,  or  if  a  bill 
require  a  vote  of  a  certain  proportion  of  all  the  Senators 
to  pass  it,  and  it  appears  that  such  a  number  is  not 
present,  the  bill  shall  be  again  read  and  the  question 
taken  thereon;  if  the  bill  fail  a  second  time  for  want  of 
a  quorum,  or  for  want  of  the  necessary  number  being 
present  and  voting,  the  bill  shall  not  be  finally  lost,  but 
shall  be  returned  to  the  Calendar  in  its  proper  order. 

PRECEDENCE    OF    MOTION. 

22.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Senate,  no  motion 
shall  be  received  except  those  herein  specified,  which 
motions  shall  have  precedence  as  follows,  viz : 

(1)  For  an  adjournment. 

(2)  To  lay  on  the  table. 

(3)  For  the  previous  question. 

(4)  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

(5)  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain.

(6)  To  commit  to  a  standing  committee. 

(7)  To  commit  to  a  select  committee. 

(8)  To  amend. 

(9)  To  substitute. 

PREVIOUS    QUESTION. 

g3.  The  previous  question  shall  be  as  follows :  "Shall 
the  main  question  be  now  put '?"  and,  until  it  is  decided, 
shall  preclude  all  amend Qients  and  debates.  If  this 
question  shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative,  the  "main 
question"  shall  be  on  the  passage  of  the  bill,  resolution, 
or  other  matter  under  cousideration ;  but  when  amend- 
ments are  pending,  the  question  shall  be  taken  upon 
such  amendments,  flowever.  any  Senator  moving  the 
previous  question  may  restrict  the  same  to  an  amend- 
ment or  other  matter  then  under  discussion.  If  such 
question  be  decided  in  the  negative,  the  main  question 
shall  be  considered  as  remaining  under  debate:  Pro- 
vided, that  no  one  shall  move  the  previous  question  ex- 
cept the  member  submitting  the  report  on  the  bill,  or 
other  matter  under  consideration,  the  member  introduc- 
ing the  bill  or  other  matter  under  consideration,  and  the 
author  of  a  minority  report  upon  such  report. 

24.  When  the  motion  for  the  previous  question  is 
made,  and  pending  the  second  thereto,  by  a  majority, 
debate  shall  cease,  and  only  a  motion  to  adjourn,  or  lay 
on  the  table,  shall  be  in  order,  which  motions  shall  be 
put  as  follows:  Previous  question ;  adjourn;  lay  on  the 
table.  After  a  motion  for  the  previous  question  is  made, 
and  pending  a  second  thereto,  any  member  may  give 
notice  that  he  desires  to  offer  an  amendment  to  the  bill 
or  other  matter  under  consideration ;  and  after  the  pre- 
vious question  is  seconded,  such  member  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  offer  his  amendment  in  pursuance  of  such  notice. 
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OTHER  QUESTIONS  TO  BE  TAKEN  WITHOUT  DEBATE. 

25.  The  motions  to  adjourn  and  lay  on  the  table  shall 
be  decided  without  debate,  and  the  motion  to  adjourn 
shall  always  be  in  order,  when  made  by  a  Senator  enti- 
tled to  the  floor. 

26.  The  respective  motions  to  postpone  to  a  flay  cer- 
tain, or  to  commit,  shall  preclude  debate  on  the  main 
question. 

27.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

28.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  except 
petitions,  and  the  same  is  objected  to  by  any  Senator, 
it  shall  be  determined  by  the  Senate  without  debate. 

29.  Any  Senator  requesting  to  be  excused  from  vot- 
ing may  make,  immediately  before  or  after  the  vote 
shall  have  been  called  and  before  the  result  shall  have 
been  announced,  a  brief  statement  of  the  reasons  for 
making  such  request,  and  the  question  shall  then  be 
taken  without  debate. 

QUESTIONS   THAT   REQUIRE   A   TWO-THIRDS  VOTE. 

30.  No  bill  or  resolution  on  its  third  reading  shall  be 
acted  on  out  of  the  regular  order  in  which  it  stands  on 
the  Calendar,  and  no  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  acted 
upon  on  its  third  reading  the  same  day  on  which  it  passed 
its  second  reading,  unless  so  ordered  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  Senators  present. 

31.  No  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  sent  from  the  Senate 
on  the  day  of  its  passage,  except  on  the  last  day  of  the 
session,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  Senators  present. 

32.  No  bill  or  resolution,  after  being  laid   upon  the 
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table  upon  motioQ,  shall  be  taken  therefrom,  except  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present. 

DECORUM   IN    THE   SENATE. 

33.  No  remark,  reflecting  persoDally  upon  the  action 
of  any  Senator,  shall  be  in  order  in  debate,  unless  pre- 
ceded by  a  motion  or  resolution  of  censure. 

34.  When  a  Senator  shall  be  called  to  order,  he  shall 
take  his  seat  until  the  President  shall  have  determined 
whether  he  was  in  order  or  not;  if  decided  to  be  out  of 
order,  he  shall  not  proceed  without  the  permission  of  the 
Senate,  and  every  question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by 
the  President,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate  by  any 
Senator ;  and  if  a  Senator  be  called  to  order  for  words 
spoken,  the  words  excepted  to  shall  be  immediately 
taken  down  in  writing,  that  the  President  or  Senate 
may  be  better  enabled  to  judge  of  the  matter. 

MISCELLANEOUS   RULES. 

35.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  aad  different  sums 
or  times  shall  be  proposed,  the  question  shall  be  first 
taken  on  the  highest  sum  or  longest  time. 

36.  When  a  question  has  been  once  put  and  decided, 
it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  Senator  who  shall  have  voted 
in  the  majority  to  move  a  reconsideration  thereof;  but 
no  motion  for  the  reconsideration  of  any  vote  shall  be 
in  order  after  the  bill,  resolution,  message,  report, 
amendment  or  motioD  upon  which  the  vote  was  taken, 
shall  have  gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Senate. 
Nor  shall  any  motion  for  reconsideration  be  in  order  un- 
less made  on  the  same  day,  or  the  next  following  legis- 
lative day,  on  which  the  vote  proposed  to  be  reconsidered 
shall  have  taken  place,  unless  the  same  shall  be  made 
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by  the  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills  for  verbal  or  gram- 
matical errors  in  said  bill,  when  the  same  may  be  made 
at  any  time.  Nor  shall  any  question  be  reconsidered 
more  than  once. 

37.  All  bills  and  resolutions  shall  take  their  place  upon 
the  Calendar  according  to  their  number,  and  shall  be 
taken  up  in  regular  order. 

38.  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  within  the  Senate 
Chamber  during  the  sessions. 

39.  Senators  and  visitors  shall  uncover  their  heads 
upon  entering  the  Senate  Chamber  while  the  Senate  is 
in  session,  and  shall  continue  uncovered  during  their 
continuance  in  the  chamber. 

40.  No  Senator  or  officer  of  the  Senate  shall  depart 
the  service  of  the  Senate  without  leave,  or  receive  pay 
as  a  Senator  or  officer  for  the  time  he  is  absent  without 
leave. 

41.  No  person  other  than  the  Executive  and  Judicial 
officers  of  the  State,  members  and  officers  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives,  unless  on  invitation  of 
the  President,  or  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted within  the  bar. 

42.  No  rule  of  the  Senate  shall  be  altered,  suspended 
or  rescinded  without  a  vote  of  two- thirds  of  all  the  Sen- 
ators elected ;  and  no  motion  to  suspend  shall  embrace 
more  than  one  rule,  or  relate  to  any  other  subject  than 
the  one  specified  in  said  motion. 

43.  In  case  a  less  number  than  a  quorum  of  the  Sen- 
ate shall  convene,  they  are  authorized  to  send  the  door- 
keeper or  any  other  person,  for  any  or  all  absent  Sena- 
tors, as  a  majority  of  the  Senators  present  shall  deter- 
miue. 

44.  The  yeas  and  nays  upon  any  question  shall  be 
taken  and  entered  upon  the  Journal  upon  demand  of 
one-fifth  of  the  Senators  present. 
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Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Smith,  the  report  of  Committee 
on  Rules  was  adopted,  and  the  Clerk  instructed  to  have 
200  copies  of  the  rules  printed. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Brown,  the  Senate  adjourned.

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Skinner,  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Privileges  and  Elections  in  the  contested  elec- 
tion case  of  Jones  v.  White,  from  the  Fourteenth  Sena- 
torial District,  was  taken  up. 

The  report  was  read  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections,  to  which 
this  case  was  referred,  begs  leave  to  report: 

That  it  has  carefully  considered  this  contest  and  finds 
the  facts  to  be  as  follows : 

1.  That  upon  the  face  of  the  returns  the  contestee 
had  a  majority  of  twenty-four  (24)  votes. 

2.  That  by  consent  of  both  parties  the  committee  or- 
dered a  recount  of  the  votes  in  Bladen  and  Harnett 
counties,  and  said  recounts  were  made  by  the  clerks  of 
said  counties  in  the  presence  of  a  sworn  representative 
of  each,  the  contestant  and  the  contestee,  and  said  re- 
counts are  certified  to  the  committee  by  the  clerk  and 
said  representatives. 

3.  That  the  recount  in  Bladen  showed  a  net  gain  for 
the  contestant  of  two  (2)  votes ;  and  the  recount  in  Har- 
nett showed  a  net  gain  for  the  contestant  of  forty-four 
(44)  votes. 

4.  That  it  appeared  that  in  Harnett  County  the  seals 
on  four  of  the  boxes  in  Harnett  County  had  been  broken. 
This  was  explained  by  the  testimony  of  Hon.  D.  H.  Mc- 
Lean, who  testified  that  at  the  last  term  of  court  the 
then  Clerk,  F.  M.  McKoy,  a  partisan  of  the  contestee, 
opened  the  boxes  to  get  the  registration  book,  so  he 
could  form  contestant's  notice  of  contest,  and  that  the 
said  Clerk  immediately  relocked  said  boxes.  Mr.  F.  M. 
McKoy,  the  ex-clerk,  was  chosen  as  the  representative 
of  the  contestee,  and  neither  he  nor  any  other  person 
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has  suggested  that  the  boxes  had  been  tampered  with. 
His  successor  in  the  clerk's  office,  Dr.  J.  H.  Withers, 
certifies  that  since  his  term  began  the  boxes  have  been 
kept  locked  and  the  keys  kept  in  the  court-house  vault. 
There  was  not  the  slightest  evidence  offered  to  discredit 
the  recount. 

5.  That  if  the  recounts  showed  the  true  result,  the 
contestant  was  elected  by  twenty- two  (22)  votes  and  if 
the  boxes  whereon  the  seals  were  broken  are  discarded, 
and  only  those  recounted  whereon  the  seals  had  not 
been  broken,  still  the  contestant  would  have  a  majority 
of  five  (5)  votes. 

6.  The  contestant  offered  many  depositions  to  prove 
intimidation  in  Lillington  Township,  Harnett  County, 
and  the  reception  of  illegal  votes  for  contestee  and  the 
rejection  of  legal  votes  for  contestant,  but  the  commit- 
tee being  of  the  opinion  that  the  recount  settled  the 
contest  in  favor  of  the  contestant,  this  evidence  was  not 
considered. 

From  the  evidence  produced  and  considered  your  com- 
mittee has  arrived  at  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved  1.  That  F.  M.  White,  the  sitting  member, 
was  not  elected,  and  that  he  is  not  entitled  to  ihe  seat. 

Resolved  2.  That  F.  P.  Jones,  the  contestant,  was  duly 
elected,  and  that  he  is  entitled  to  his  seat  in  this  Senate 
as  a  Senator  from  the  Fourteenth  District. 

The  papers  in  this  contest  and  the  evidence  are  here- 
with sent.

1.  While  the  report  of  the  majority  is  general  in  its 
terms  and  finds  no  facts,  I  understand  that  it  is  princi- 
pally based  on  the  idea  that  certain  votes  at  Harrell's 
and  Montezuma  precincts,  in  Mitchell  County,  should 
be  rejected,  because  the  voters  registered  on  other  days 
than  the  Saturdays  prescribed  by  law.  The  evidence 
shows  that  these  were  legal  voters,  and  not  one  was 
challenged.  The  voter  should  not  be  disfranchised  for 
the  fault  or  mistake  of  the  election  officers.  The  mis- 
take was  an  honest  mistake,  participated  in  by  both 
sides.     Under  the  rules  laid  down   in   Quinn   v,  Latti- 

'more,  120  N.  C,  426,  the  votes  should  be  counted.  The 
committee  inadvertently  assumed  27  (less'5  already  de- 
ducted) as  the  number  of  Republican  votes  at  Harrell's, 
whereas,  it  was  24  (less  5).  See  evidence  of  W.  E.  Buch- 
anan, page  33. 

2,  There  is  this  further  fact  as  to  Montezuma  Pre- 
cinct. In  the  last  amended  notice  it  is  alleged  that  there 
were  certain   registrations  of  voters  on  improper  days; 
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but  the  names  of  the  voters  are  not  given  as  required 
by  law  (Code,  sec.  2850),  nor  is  it  alleged  in  any  of 
the  notices  that  any  of  these  votes  vi^ere  cast  for  con- 
testees. 

3.  Generally,  I  submit  that  the  contestants  have  not 
made  out  their  case. 

4.  That  the  vote  of  Augustus  Council,  in  Caldv/ell 
County,  should  be  counted  for  contestees. 

5.  That  the  name  of  Charles  Sisson  should  not  be  re- 
jected from  contestees  vote.  No  notice  was  served  in- 
volving his  right  to  vote,  and  therefore  his  name  should 
remain  in  the  poll.  Moreover,  he  was  entitled  to  vote, 
and  the  mistake  of  casting  the  vote  in  the  wrong  pre- 
cinct should  not  prejudice,  after  the  vote  is  once  ac- 
cepted, without  objection.  Nor  is  there  any  evidence 
as  to  how  he  voted,  except  that  he  is  a  Eepublican. 

fi.  The  vote  of  Sam  Stanlej^  is  rejected  by  the  ma- 
jority. The  evidence  conflicts  as  to  his  voting  in  Har- 
rell's  Precinct.  But  he  lived  in  Roaring  Creek  Pre- 
cinct. Having  been  allowed  to  vote  in  HarrelPs,  it  is 
too  late  to  reject  his  vote,  under  Quinn  v.  Lattimore. 
He  is  entitled  to  vote  somewhere;  and  the  objection  is 
merely  formal.  But  this  vote  is  also  involved  in  the 
other  question  as  to  Harrell's. 

The  evidence  as  to  all  these  precincts  shows  a  fair  and 
honest  election — a  fair  expression  of  the  will  of  the  peo- 
ple. That  will  should  not  be  defeated  on  mere  irregu- 
larities.

IMPEACHMENT   PROCEEDINGS. 

A  committee  from  the  House  of  Representatives, 
composed  of  Messrs.  Allen,  Craig  and  Foushee,  appeared 
at  the  bar  of  the  Senate  with  formal  aotice  of  impeach- 
ment proceedings  against  William  L.  Norwood,  Judge 
of  the  Twelfth  Judicial  District. 

Thereupon,  the  President  of  the  Senate  made  the  fol- 
lowing proclamation : 

All  persons  are  commanded  to  keep  silence,  oq  pain 
of  imprisonment,  while  the  House  of  Representatives  is 
exhibiting  to  the  Senate  of  North  Carolina  articles  of 
impeachment  against  William  L.  Norwood. 

Mr.  Craig,  speaking  for  the  Committee,  said : 

Mr.  President  and  Senators : 

Soon  after  the  meeting  of  this  General  Assembly  a 
resolution  was  introduced  in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives instructing  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  to  in- 
quire into  the  official  conduct  of  William  L.  Norwood, 
who  claimed  to  be  Judge  of  the  Twelfth  Judicial  Dis- 
trict of  North  Carolina.     After  due  consideration  of  the 
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resolution  and  notice  to  William  L.  Norwood,  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Judiciary  brought  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives a  resolution  declaring  that  the  said  William 
L.  Norwood  should  be  impeached  of  high  crimes  and 
misdemeanors  in  office. 

The  resolution  was  passed,  and  we  come  in  the  name 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  declare  that  William 
L.  Norwood,  Judge  of  the  Twelfth  Judicial  District  of 
North  Carolina,  should  be  impeached  of  high  crimes 
and  misdemeanors  in  office ;  that  he  be  impeached  in 
the  name  of  all  the  good  people  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  whose  laws  he  has  disgraced,  whose  high  office 
he  has  dishonored. 

In  accordance  with  the  organic  law  of  this  Common- 
wealth, we  demand  that  the  Senate  organize  the  high 
court  of  impeachment ;  that  it  make  order  that  the  said 
William  L.  Norwood  appear  at  the  bar  of  that  court  to 
answer  the  articles  of  impeachment  and  the  charges 
against  him  which  the  House  of  Representatives  will 
prefer  and  make  good. 

We  realize  the  solemnity  of  the  impeachment  of  one 
occupying  the  great  office  of  Judge.  We  are  sustained 
by  the  confidence  that  your  deliberations  as  the  high 
court  of  impeachment  will  be  conducted  in  justice  and 
mercy,  with  due  regard  to  the  right  of  the  accused,  the 
ancient  honor  of  our  judiciary,  and  the  welfare  of  our 
people — that  your  judgment  will  be  righteous. 

Mr.  Craig  then  presented  the  following  papers  relat- 
ing to  said  impeachment  proceedings : 

State  of  North  Carolina, 
House  of  Representatives,  February  13,  1899. 

Messrs.  Allen,  Craig  and  Foushee : 

Gentlemen:  In  accordance  with  resolutions  which 
have   passed   this   House,   a  copy  of  which  is  hereby 
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handed  to  you,  you  are  hereby  appointed  to  appear  at 
the  bar  of  the  Senate,  in  the  name  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, and  all  the  good  people  of  North  Carolina, 
to  impeach  W.  L.  Norwood,  Judge  of  the  Superior 
Court  of  North  Carolina  for  the  Twelfth  Judicial  Dis- 
trict, of  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors  in  office. 

H.  G.   CONNOR, 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Resolution  to  instruct  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  to 
inquire  and  report  whether  articles  of  impeachment 
ought  to  be  preferred  against  W.  L.  Norwood,  who 
claims  to  be  Judge  of  the  Twelfth  Judicial  District : 

Whereas,  it  is  a  matter  of  public  notoriety,  that  upon 
inquiry  instituted  by  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  1897,  evidence  was 
adduced  before  said  committee  tending  to  show  that 
W.  L.  Norwood,  then  Judge  of  the  Twelfth  Judicial 
District,  had  been  publicly  drunk  while  sitting  as  Judge 
upon  the  bench  at  courts  held  in  Rockingham,  Rich- 
mond County,  in  Burnsville  in  Yancey  County,  and 
during  the  term  of  other  courts,  which  he  was  assigned 
to  hold;  whereas,  it  is  also  a  matter  of  public  notoriety 
that  in  order  to  avoid  an  adverse  recommendation  from 
said  committee,  the  said  W.  L.  Norwood  signed  and  de- 
livered a  formal  resignation  of  his  said  office  to  V.  S. 
Lusk,  Chairman  of  said  committee,  and  that  said  paper 
was  subsequently  forwarded  to  the  Governor  of  North 
Carolina  and  accepted  as  a  resignation;  and  whereas,  it 
is  a  matter  of  public  notoriety  that  the  said  Norwood  is 
still  claiming  to  be  the  rightful  incumbent  of  said  office, 
and  is  still  exercising  the  functions  of  said  office  when 
opportunity  offers;  and,  whereas,  it  has  been  reported 
in  the  newspapers,  and  has  not  been  contradicted,  and 
has  been  charged  in  the  courts  of  the  State,  that  since 
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the  said  paper  was  delivered  to  the  said  Lusk  the  said 
Norwood  has  been  pubhcly  drunk  at  the  court-houses 
of  Clay  and  Cherokee  counties,  and  at  the  court-house 
at  Windsor,  in  Bertie  County,  during  the  time  pre- 
scribed for  him  as  Judge  to  hold  Superior  Court  at  said 
court-house;  and  has  also,  since  the  delivery  of  said 
paper  to  said  Lusk,  been  seen  intoxicated  upon  the  train 
between  Durham  and  Asheville,  and  has  been  publicly 
drunk  on  the  streets  of  the  city  of  Asheville;  and, 
whereas,  the  people  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  have 
elected  Hon.  Frederick  Moore  as  Judge  of  said  District 
for  a  term  beginning  the  1st  day  of  January,  1899,  and 
continuing  for  four  years,  and  the  said  Moore  is  now 
holdiug  the  courts  of  the  Third  Judicial  District  by  vir- 
tue of  his  said  election  and  qualification,  while  the  said 
Norwood  is  still  assuming  the  right  to  make  orders  as 
Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  at  Chambers;  therefore. 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  That  the 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary  be  instructed  to  inquire 
forthwith  and  report  at  the  earliest  practicable  day, 
whether  it  is  true  that  the  said  Norwood  is  still  exercis- 
ing or  claiming  to  exercise  the  functions  of  said  office, 
and  whether  the  said  Norwood  has  been  so  publicly 
drunk,  as  has  been  generally  reported  in  the  newspa- 
pers; whether  the  said  W.  L.  Norwood  is  liable  to  be 
impeached  as  a  Judge  de  facto  or  de  jure;  whether,  in 
the  opinion  of  said  committee,  the  said  Norwood  should 
be  impeached ;  and  that  the  said  committee  be  empow- 
ered and  directed,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee 
such  charges  would  be  or  could  be  sustained,  to  prefer 
formal  charges  against  the  said  Norwood  for  such  mis- 
conduct in  office. 

The  Judiciary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
foregoing    resolution,    having   carefully   considered,   a 
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majority  being  present  and  voting,  the  same  beg  leave 
to  report  in  their  opinion : 

1.  That  W.  L.  Norwood,  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court 
of  North  Carohua  for  the  Twelfth  Judicial  District,  as 
a  matter  of  law,  is  subject  to  impeachment. 

2.  That  said  W.  L.  Norwood  is  an  habitual  drunkard, 
and  has  been  publicly  drunk  while  exercising  the  duties 
of  his  office. 

3.  That  said  W.  L.  Norwood  should  be  impeached. 
That  we  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution : 

Resolved,  That  W.  L.  Norwood,  a  Judge  of  the  Su- 
perior Court  of  North'  Carolina,  be  impeached  of  high 
crimes  and  misdemeanors  in  office.

The  motion  was  adopted.

PROTEST  AGAINST  THE  PASSAGE  OP^  THE  PROPOSED 
ELECTION  LAW. 

Our  government  is  the  product  of  severe  struggle  and 
endurance.  It  is  a  government  in  which  every  citizen 
is  a  sovereign,  who  surrenders  only  those  rights  and 
powers  essential  to  the  guarantee  of  peace,  happiness 
and  prosperity  to  all.  Our  Constitution  declares,  Art. 
I,  section  2:  "That  all  political  power  is  vested  in,  and 
derived  from  the  people.  All  government  of  right  origi- 
nates from  the  people,  is  founded  upon  their  will  only, 
and  is  instituted  solely  for  the  good  of  the  whole." 
How  to  ascertain  the  will  of  the  people  is  the  chief  con- 
cern of  every  Republican  government.  The  fathers 
have  handed  down  to  us  a  time-honored  system  of  popu- 
lar elections.  These  elections,  in  our  day,  are  held  under 
the  auspices  of  an  election  law,  which  should  serve  only 
to  facilitate  and  make  certain  a  correct  expression  of 
the  popular  will.  Recognizing  the  fact  that  no  govern- 
ment is  safe  that  rests  upon  oppression  and  tyranny, 
nor  when  there  is  a  lack  of  faith  and  confidence  in  the 
exercise  of  governmental  functions,  the  framers  of  our 
Constitution  have  declared,  Art.  T,  section  2:  "That  all 
elections  ought  to  be  free."  The  bill  now  about  to  be- 
come a  law,  in  my  opinion,  is  a  hazardous  measure,  and 
I  most  earnestly  protest  against  its  enactment.  It 
makes  it  possible  for  the  will  of  the  majority  of  the  peo- 
ple of  North  Carolina  to  be  thwarted  by  an  organized 
minority,  which  will  inevitably  lead  to  unrest  and  law- 
less disregard  of  the  provisions  and  execution  of  the 
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same,  and  will  endanger,   if  not  destroy,  the  peaceful 
conditions  which  have  hitherto  characterized  the  rela- 
tions of  our  people  and  the  government  of  our  State.
